THE TARIFF. 
LITTLE PROGRESS IN THE HOUSE, OWING TO 

THE CTION OF THE DEMOCRATS— 

_ IMPORTANT CITANGES IX WOOLS BY THE 
. BENATE—A SECRET CAICUS. 

Wasmrorox, D. C., Feb. 6.—[Special,]— 
The House made slight progress on the Tar- 
iff bill today. The Democrats filibustered, 
the pretext being a consuming anxiety for an 
opportunity for full discussion. They 
solemnly declared that they would not be 
put under any rule, and they tried to pre- 
vent a reasonabie limitation to debate. They 
were unsuccessful, finally. The first amend- 
ment proposed was by Tucker, reducing 
from 25 to 15 cents per foot the duty on plate- 
glass of a certain size. This proposition 
bronght to the front two young Missouri 
Democratic Representatives who repre- 
sent St. Louis districts, in which a 
young but prosperous plate-glass industry 
has been established. Mr. Clardy, one of 
them, made an exeellent speech, using pro- 
tectionist arguments. Mr. Frost spoke in 
much the same terms, and his arguments 
were reinforced by Peelle, ot the Indianap- 
olis district. When the discussion had 
lasted nearly half an hour Kelley moved 
that the committee rise and secure an order 
from the House to close debate on that par- 
agraph. Once in the House the Democrats 
began to filibuster, demanding that twenty 
minutes more be allowed for discussion. The 
real leaders, Carlisle and Tucker, at once 
went to the rear, and the reins were taken by 
Springer, Mills, and others, who began to 
make dilatory motions, and managed to 
waste an hour. They were supported in 
this proceeding as promptly ana vigorously 
by Carlisle, Tucker, and Morrison as by any 
other Democrats. As usual, Mr. Randall 
succeeded in dodging nearly every vote. 
The amendment was voted down, as were 
all others proposed to the remaining sections 
of Schedule B. The same fate befell two 
provisos offered by Morrison and Wheeler 
to effect annual reductions throughout the 
entire schedule on a sliding Kale. An- 
derson created some temporary excitement 
by offering as u nette forthe entire 
schedule the corresponding schedule of the 
Senate bill. Haskell opposed this, deciaring 
that the Senate had fixed the rates on the 
schedule much higher than those adopted 
by the Hlouse. Anderson’s substitute was 
supported by all the Democrats, who thus 
committed themselves to that extent in favor 
of the Senate bill. The substitute was ro- 
jected by a vote of to 100. Mr. Anderson 
was the only Republican who voted for it. 
Before Schedule C. Metals, was taken up. 
Mr. Morrison said he had a propo- 
sition to offer to the majority. 
which, If adopted, would economize time. 
lie proposed that the Ilouse accept, without 
any discussion whatever, Schedule C, as 
adopted by the Senate Committee of the 
Whole. “But what if it should be voted 
down?“ asked Kelley and McKinley in the 
same breath: “Oh, well, that would be the 
end of it,” replied Morrison, and he sat 
down amid derisive laughter on the Repub- 
liean side. The hour having arrived for the 
eulogies on the late Representatives Hawk 
and Updegraff, work on the Tariff bill was 
suspended for the day. 

THE OUTLOOK. 

Since the events of yesterday the friends 
of the House bill are more discouraged than 
ever, and the prevailing opinion is that there 
will be no tariff legislation whatever at this 
session. Some way out of the difficulty, 
however, may be found by the Senate. The 
only hope now appears to be that the Senate 
bill will pass in some form, and be made the 
basis for concurrent action by both Houses 
before the 4th ot March. 

A resolution was offered today by Mr. 
Ryan providing for a daily recess from 5 
until 8 o’clock p. m., the evening ses- 
sions to be devoted to the consideration 
of appropriation bills and other nee- 
essarv legislation. Ovjection to the im- 
mediate consideration of the resolution 
was promptly made by Sparks and Randall, 
and it went to the Committee on Rules. A 
xrompt and favorable report is expected. 
Whether or not the Democrats will offer any 
opposition to its adoption is still uncertain, 
despite the fact that Randall, Carlisle, Black- 
burn, and others have expressed themselves 
in the House and in private conyersation as 
very desirous that such a course should be 
pursued, in order to leave the day sessions 
open for the consideration of the Fariff bill. 
In proposing the resolution today the Re- 
publicans simply took the Democrats at their 
word, and they will hardly dare to repudiate 
their public professions and offers. 

WORK OF THE SENATE ON THE WOOL 
SCTIE DU LE. 

The result of the day’s work in the Senate 
on the wool schedule was this: The bill was 
changed so that weols of the first class are 
put where they now are under the existing 
tariff, except that the 11 per cent ad volorem 
is omitted and 32 cents is made the dividing 
line instead of 80 cents. This makes the 
duty as it is under the existing law, with the 
exception of the 11 per cent ad valorem on 
wool under cents. This is a reduction of 
the amount of that ad valorem and equiva- 
lent to an average reduction of about 
B per cent on the duty on wools of the first 
and second class. The change affects the 
manufacturing interests favorably, as it will 
enable the manufacturers to get their wools 
cheaper. Horsehair is pat on the same basis 
with alpaca, wool, and other hair, On goods 
of the third class tne rate as fixed by the 
commission was adopted. This reduces the 
present duty about 10 per cent. This is about 
the same reduction, or an average ee 
cent, taking both kinds of wool in is 
schedule, taxed at above 12 
cents an that below 12. cents 
a pound, There were some changes in the 
schedule of woolen cloths, shawls, ete. The 
duties were fixed at 35 cents per pound and 
0 per cent ad vaſorem on ail goods costing 
a0 cents and under in a foreign port and 
costing above 80 cents per pound, 3 cents a 
pound and 40 per cent ad valorem. This is 
a reduction on the articles costing O cents a

The feeling was very hopeful for the early 
passage of the bill, some Senators being of 
opinion that by sitting late eaeh evening the 
bill can be completed by Saturday night. 


ROBERT M. A. HAWK, 
A WELL-MERITED TRIBUTE TO A DEAD 
STATESMAN. 

Wasuryeron, D. C., Feb. 6.—[Special.}— 
The eulogies upon the late Representative 
Hawk, of Illinois, were delivered in the 
House at 3 o’clock, Representative Hitt, who 
succeeds Mr. Ilawk, being the first speaker. 
The other speakers were Representatives 
Sherwin, Roseerans, Henderson, Carpenter 
of Iowa, Davis of IIlinois, Wheeler of Ala- 
bama, and Gov. Curtin. Maj. Hawk was 
attached to Gen. Rosecrans’ headquarters, 
and Gen. Wheeler, of Alabama, commanded 
tue Confederate forces which fought Maj. 
Hawk most fiercely, and whose bullets gave 
him the terrible wound which made him a 
cripple for life. Mr. Hitt, of lllinois,delivered 
an eloquent eulogy, in which, after 
referring to the frequency of the visits of the 
destroying angel to the halls of Congress, he 
gave a brief sketch of the career of Maj. 
Robert Moffett Allison Hawk was 
born, he said, near Greenfield, Hancock 
Couuty, Ind., in the year 1839. When young 
Hawk was 7 years old his father moved to 
Carroll County, Lilinois, where—his first wife 
having died—he married a second time. Of 
the two marriages fourteen children re- 
suited, nine of whom still survive. 
Robert Hawk’s younger days were passed 
on a farm, and his education consisi- 
ed in the instructions common to the 
schools of the pioneer days. With the train- 
ing of these schools, and the sterling ex- 
ample of honest and upright parents, the 
young man grew-to man’s estate, alternately 
working on his father’s farm and studying 
hard to improve his mind. 

THE WAR. . 

Like many other young men in his sphere 
of life, he aimed at a college education, and, 
after years of economy and diligent applica- 
tion, he was enabled in September, 1861, to 
enter Eureka College, in Woodford County, 
Illinois. But 1861 was the opening, the arm- 
ing hour, of the War. The drum-beat 
of that memorabie epoch disturbed the 
studies and fired the souls of many thousands 
of students, and when, in 188, President 
Lineoln issued the call for 300,000 more 
volunteers, he threw down his books for- 
ever and joined the boys in blue. Le joined 
the Ninety-second Illinois Volunteers, and 
was elected a Lieutenant. The regiment was 
ordered to join Gen. Baird’s Division, and 
throughout the vear were engaged in the 
campaign in Kentucky. Lieut. Hawk 
soon made a record for himself as a 
soldier, and in the following January, for 
gailant services at Danville and Win- 
chester, he was promoted to be Captain. 
Throughout the War he was noted for his 
cool bravery and efficient military abilities. 
April 10, 1865, the news of Lee’s surrender 
had just come to his company near Raleigh, 
N. C., where, when the enemy charged the 
advance companies and drove them back, 
Capt. Hawk ‘prang to the front to rally his 
men, when he fell terribly wounded by a 
minie-bali. 

MARRIAGE AND PUBLIC LIFE. 

It was months before he was sufticiently 
recovered to be removed to his home, 
where he was married to the lady who 
had waited for bim 80 faithfully through 
the years of war and J. Mrs. 
Hawk, who survives her — is well 
known to many of his colleagues, who can 
all bear witness to her sterling merits. Of 
his labors in public life, his faithful attend- 
ance and watehful attention to the proceed- 
ings, his diligence and care in committee 
work, Mr. Hitt spoke in high terms of praise. 
Ile sketehed the lines of his strong, upright 
character, the finest type of the home-bred 
farmer boy grown to man’s highest duties, 
and, with faculties equal to his op- 
portunities, discharging all duties faith- 
fully and woll. Ilis sincere, honest 
nature and sterling common sense inspired 
contidence, and his genuine worth made all 
his friends. IIIs soldiers, who of all knew 
him best, had for him unbounded respect 
and attachment. His, death was a personal 
sorrow to thousands, and his massive, simple 
monument at bis grave was not more dura- 
ble than the work of that true life. 


BLAINE’S BOOK. 
ITS CHARACTER AND SCOPE—AN IMPORTANT 

LITERARY UNDERTAKING.

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OKLAHOMA.

Pope describing the preparations made by the 
military to secure the Oklahoma lands from 
intrustlon. Gen. Pope says he does not ex- 
pect a forcible resistance, but, in any event, 
he is prepared to enforce the removal of the 
raiders. 

A DILI. 

Mr. Haskell introduced a bill in the House 
today relative to the invasion of the Indian 
Territory, proposing an amendment to the 
Revised Statutes so as to provide for the im- 
prisonment for two years at hard labor of 
any person convict of invasion, with a 
provision against application to emigrants 
properly passing through the Territory. 


THE WHISKY MEN. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Feb. 6.—[Special.|— 
Another proposition for compromise in the 
Pekin whisky cases has been received at the 
Treasury Department. ‘The applicant is Mr. 
Hippen, one of the sureties, who offers 3000 
for a. release from the judgment obtained by 
the Government. The solicitor having al- 
ready refused to recommend any of these 
offers to the Secretary, itis not likely that Mr. 
Hippen’s request for a favorable cousidera- 
tion will be heeded, as the result would only 
be to open up other cases once disposed of. 

Some of the Hastern whisky men are con- 
sidering the plan of withdrawing their 
whisky now in bond and exporting it to some 
convenient foreign port, from which they can 
reimport it and ag,’ luce it in bond for an- 
other three years. ey say this is a cheap- 
er method for them 51 dealing with the pres- 
ent difficulties than any other. 

YELLOWSTONE PARK. 

Interest in the Yellowstone Park has again 
been aroused by a letter received at the In- 
terior Department.

that abounds in the park. The Superintend- 
ent, who has been here for some time, will 
be ordered to go to the park as soon as pos- 
sible in order to prevent the killing of the 


game.

It is expected that the Dakota Judgeship, 
made vacant by the expiration of Mr. Moody's 
term of office, Dec. 12, will be settled in a 
few days.

THE RECORD. 
SENATE. 

Wasnineton, D. C., * 6.— The Presi- 
dent laid before the Senate the memorial of 
the Wisconsin Legislature stating that the 
piers of the railway bridges across the Mis- 
sissippi are dangerous to navigation, and ask- 
ing the construction of sheer-booms as soon 
as possible.

CANADIAN NEWS. 


The Ontario General Elections—Father 
Ryan—Opposition to the Pro- 


posed Suspension Bridge. 


CALL FOR GENERAL ELECTIONS IN ONTARIO. 

Toronto, Feb. 6—[Special.]|--The an- 
nouncement that the Ontario general elec- 
tions will take place on the 27th inst. created 
some surprise, but it was not wholly unex- 
pected. 

Party nominations are being made, and 
the province is already in the throes of the 
campaign. The election will be fought out 
on local issues. The question of free trade 
or protection or the national policy will not 
enter into the contest. Provincial rights 
will be the chief plank in the Government 
platform. The present Government has been 
in power for the last eleven years, and as 
they have managed the affairs of the prov- 
ince honestly and econontically it will be no 
easy matter to turn the tables against them. 
The Opposition, which is in accord with the 
Dominion Government, will have the support 
of Sir John Maedonald and his party. It is 
charged against Premier Mordal that he 
brought on the elections at atime when the 
Dominion House will be in session, thus pre- 
venting leading Conservative politicians from 
taking an active partin the campaign. ‘The 
present Ontario Government has a working 
majority of sixteen, and, as six out of eight 
of the by-elections held fast fall resulted in 
their favor, the party expect to hold their 
own, if not inerease their majority, in the 
new House. The Province of Ontario has 
always gone Reform at the local elections, 
although at the last election for the Domin- 
ion Parliament it returned a majority of 13 
in favor of Sir John Macdonald and the na- 
tional policy. 

OPPOSITION TO A NEW SUSPENSION BRIDGE, 

William Wainwright, Assistant General 
Manager, and Mr. Bell, Solicitor of the 
Grand Trunk Railway, are here to oppose 
the granting of a charter to the Niagara 
Peninsula Bridge Company, on the ground 
that the whole charter obtained from the 
New York State Legislature provides for a 
landing on the Canadian side in the county 
of Lineoin. The company have submitied 
plans tor the approval of the Government, 
with the landing in the 1 of Welland, 
300 feet south of the Great Western Railway’s 
suspension 4 — The Grand Trunk op- 
pose on the ground that the New York char- 
ter does net sanction such locahon. The 
Niagara Peninsula Bridge Company was or- 
ganized in the interests of Mr. Vander- 
bilt's road, the Canada Southern. ‘I'he 
matter will be taken into consideration by 
the Privy Council tomorrow. A number of 
Canada Southern Railway folks arrived in 
town today. 

BONDED LIQUOR. 

A great number of United States wine 
merchants and distillers have been making 
anxious inguiries of the Dominion Govern- 
ment regarding the importation and bondme 
of liquor in Canada. For some unexplained 
reason they are desirors of sendi over 
liquor into Canada in bond, to be held here 
for awhile and then returned to the United 
States. For the information of those inter- 
ested, whatever their object may be, it is said 
that the 83 customs regulations 
provide that 171K. of spirits may 
be made from — Tnited States and bonded 
in Canada in bottles and in casks containing 
not less than 100 gallons. When used for 
manufacturing purposes it may be imported 
in casks containing not less than thirty-five 
gallons. There is much speculation as to 
what the real object of the United States 
dealers and distillers can be in sending their 
goods into Canada, only to be shipped back 
again to the United States. The reason as 
yet remains a mystery here. 

SUIT AGAINST A MOTHER-IN-LAW. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 6.—[{Special.|—An action 
was entered today by J. II. Pellet, as tutor 
of his infant daughter, to compel Mrs. De 
Lisle, his mother-in-law, fo give an account 
ef her late hasband’s estate. The amount 
involved is very large. The plaintiff claims 

the execntrix has only a life interest in 
the Pstate, which descends to his issue at her 
demise.

A guardian has been appointed*in the estate 
of R. Jellyman & Co. Apprehensions of 
further failures are rife.

Marriage, at Washlugton, of Col. John 
J. Coppinger and Alire Stanweod 
Biaine. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 6.—[Special.}— 
The marriage of Miss Alice Stanwood 
Blaine to Col. John J. Coppinger was duly 
solemnized here at noon today. A home 
wedding, in the elegant house of the bride's 
father, James G. Blaine, attracted a most dis- 
tinguished company. and it was evident that 
few of those who were invited had failed to 
be present. President Arthur adjourned the 
regular meeting ot the Cabinet that he and 
his constitutional advisers might attend. The 
Speaker of the House, with the Maine Sena- 
tors and Representativ es, left their Congres- 
sional duties to beypfesent. The Diplomatic 
Corps, doubtless rémem bering the courtesies 
which they received from Mr. Blaine when 
he was Secretary of State, was out in full 
force. Thearmy and the havy were largely 
represented. Tue élite of fashionable society 
was present, and there was a good represen- 
tation of the press. All had congregated to 
show their good wishes towards the family 
of the young bride, who, when at the Far 
West last summer had been wooed and won 
by a gallant soldier who was today to make 
her his wife. 

A SOLDIER'S CAREER. 

Col. John J. Coppinger belongs to an old 
Roman Catholic family in Ireland, and was 
one of a number of young Irish volunteers 
who went to Rome when the Pope became 
involved in hostilities with the Italian Lib- 
erals. Ile served ereditably in the Papal 
army, and received the rank of Chevalier for 
his gallantry at the defense of La Rocca 
Gateway in September, 1800. After the 
triumph of Garibaldi young Coppinger, with 
many of his Irish comrades, returned to 
their homes in Ireland, and when the war for 
the suppression of the Rebellion broke out, in 
1861, five of them received, through the, in- 
tercession of Archbishop Hughes, com- 
missions in the Union army. Four of 
the tive received Stall positions, 
which ended with the War, while Coppinger 
was made a Captain in the Fourteenth In- 
fantry, which permanently connected him 
with the army. Capt. Coppinger served gal- 
lantly through the War, and was severely 
wounded at the second battle of Bull Run. 
He was also engaged at Chancellorville, Get- 
tysburg, Mine Run, the Wilderness, Hano- 
ver Crossing, Cold Harbor, Newton, Win- 
chester, Fisher’s Hill, Cedar Creek, Five 
Forks, and a score or more of minor engage- 
ments. He received two brevets for gal- 
lant and meritorious service,” and in Jan- 
uary, 1865, he was placed in command of the 
Fifteenth New York Cavalry as ita Colonel, 
a position which he held until the 
regiment was mustered out of service at the 
close of the War.

THE PEOPLE’S PARK. 

RESCUING THE FALLS FROM THE VAND AIS. 

New Yor, Feb. 6.— [Special.] Petitions are 
now being systematicaily circulated throughout 
the Stute for signatures, asking the Assembly to 
take such steps as may be necessary to preserve 
the natural scenery along the American bank at 
Niagara Falls. Tbis is asked for on the ground 


that the State, being in possession of the great- 
est natural object of its kind, is trustee for tne 
citizens of the State, the Nation, and the world, 
to preserve the property from further destruc- 
tion and disfigurement. It is averred that 
the whole industrial power of the river 
and falls can be made availabie with- 
out further impairmept to the natural 
beauties of scenery, so that the protection asked 
for willin no way interfere with the rights of 
citizens. TheState hasso negiected rights to 
which its citizens were entitled that there is not 
now afoot of ground along the American falls 
from whiecba proper view of river, falls, or 
scenery can be had without the payment of a 
fee. To accomplish the ends asked to preserve 
the scenery, and to make it availiable equally to 
the poor and to the rich, the petitions 
ask for such legislation as will result 
in the adoption of the recommendations 
of the Commissioners of the State Survey in 
their report on the subject in 1879. This calls 
for the purchase of a narrow strip of land along 
the American shore from Port Day to the upper 
Suspension Bridge, giving a belt of public land 
a mile long, and widening from 100 feet at the 
b of the rapids to 800 feet at the 
falis, where the most room is needed for vis- 
itors. The estimated cost of purchasing 
this reservation is about $1,000,000. The 
pians of n State survey, on which 
this estimate 18 based, call for 
the erection of no buildings, the establishment 
of no pleasure ground, but merely for the pres- 
ervation of the fortress and rocks that vanda!- 
ism bas left untouched, the restoration of such 
scenery as can be restored, and the removal of

ANXIOUS PEDAGOGS. 
OPPOSED TO REDUCTION OF SALARIES. 
New York, Feb. 6.—[{Speciail.}—The schnool- 

teachers of New York do not accept the un- 
pleasant situation in which they find themselves 
with equanimity. They have resolved to ap- 
proach the Legislature with a bill allowing the 
unexpended balances of thé Board of Education 
in former years to be turned over to it now. 
The amount is said to reach several hundred 
thousands of dollars, and if the teachers could 
get it their difficulties in having their salaries 
reduced would be over fer the present. It is 
hardly to be wondered at that the school- 
teachers are restiess when there is a 
bill now before the Legislature to increase 
the saiaries of firemen and policemen in this 
city $750,000 a year. Now the policemen and 
firemen are already paid, as well as the teachers 
in proportion to the importance of their work, 
ana the police at least have privileges not ac- 
corded to teachers. Corporal punishment is 
furbidden in the public schools, but the mem- 
bers ot the Police Department are at liberty to 
club their unoffending fellow-citizens on the 
slightest provocation.

AMATEUR SLUGGERS. 
ARREST OF A POLICE JUSTICE. 

New York, Feb. 6.—[Special.}]—Justice Will- 
iam Watson, of East New York, is a member of 
the Kings County Republican {Central Commit- 
tee, who never loses an opportunity to publicly 
prociaim that there is no hope for the Repub- 
lican party in New York until it gets down on 
itsknees to Roscoe Conkling.

HELD FOR TRIAL. 
HOFFMAN BOUND OVER BY THE CORONER. 
New York, Feb. 6.—{Speciai.]—Coroner Hyler 
concluded the inguest this afterno on in Port 
Chester touching the manner in which Site 
Marks, the murdered peddler, came to his death 
on the highway near that village on Thursday cf 
last week. Sheritf Horton brought Theodore 
Hoffman, the accused prisoner, from White 
Piains Jail. He appeared to be very nervous, 
the first symptoms of the kind he has thus far 
exhibited. William A. Martin, the man who 
found the pair of pantaloons in Satterlee's 
woods Sunday, testified that this morning at Blind 
Brook he found under astone four towels, four 
sheets, an undershirt, a boy's pantaloons, some 
handkerchiefs and worsted jackets. There 
were biood and hand marks on them. The goods 
were all new. Morris Epstein, of No. 56 Hester 
street, New York, testified that he was acquaint- 
ed with Sife Marks, and saw hiu: Sunday, Jan. 
28, in his store, where be bad come to get some 
pantaloons. He bought three pairs of men’s 
and two pairs of boys’ pantaloous. The witness 
identified the pantaloons that were taken from 
the prisoner as those he bad sold to Marks. 
One of the Deputy Sheritfs of the eoun- 
ty testified to having visited Mr. Parrott's 
store in Brooklyn, and when shown the panta- 
loons which Hoffman said he purchased there, 
Mr. Parrott said he had no such stock in the 
store. After a short deliberation the jury re- 
turned with a verdict that the deceased man 
came to bis death at the hands of Theodore 
Hoffman by means of biows administered with 
a sharp instrument. Hoffman was then brougut 
before the Coroner, and iu reply to a question 
ut to hin, be said be was not guilty. A Deputy 
Sheriff then led the prisoner down to the street, 
laced him in a buggy, and drove off for the 
hite Plains Jail. * ;

MONDAY’S RECORD. 
A SIIORT SESSION, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—The 
House was notin session today, having ad- 
journed over from Saturday to Tuesday 
morning. There was a brief session of the 
Senate, however, which demonstrated the 
fact that the storm had prevented those 
members who went home from returning. 
There were enough present to indieate that 
a quorum will probably be on hand tomor- 
ruw for the transaction of business. 

A BANKRUPTCY BILL. 


Four new bills were introduced today, the 
most important of these being the one pre- 
sented by Senator Mason, which is intended 
to partially take the place of a bankruptcy 
law. It is entitled an act to prevent fraud- 
ulent preferences on the part of insolvents 
and provides in detail for the disposition o 
the property of insolvents by the court when 
proceedings are instituted, The first section 
provides that in the disposition of the prop- 
erty of any person who may become in- 
solvent or contemplate insolvency, every 
lien or payment of money or other 
valuable . consideration, as well as all 
judgments confessed by him with intent to 
give a preference to one or more creditors as 
against the other creditors, may be set aside 
and the money recovered, provided that the 
creditor or other person for whom such pref- 
erence was made or intended had reasonable 
cause to believe that the debtor was insol- 
vent or contemplated insolvency. 

The second section provides that suit may 
be brought by any other creditors within 
three months to recover money or property 
so transferred. It is provided that when 
goods thus transferred are in litigation they 
may be sold by the Sheriff if they are of a 
perishable nature. After providing in detail 
for the practice in these proceedings, the 
bill authorizes the court, if it deems it best, to 
appoint a Receiver to distribute the money 
recovered by suits, and provides that all the 
proceeds of all property recovered shall be 
divided as follows: To the plaintiff all rea- 
sonable costs and expenses ineurred in the 
prosecution of his suit, the remainder to be 
divided among all the creditors in the pro- 
portion that the claim of each creditor bears 
to the whole. 

SUITS AND CONTRACTS. 

A bill introduced by Senator Duncan pro- 
vides that in every suit at law on a contract 
which has been only partly performed the 
plaintiff shall recover so much as said 
part performance shall be reasonably 
worth at the contract price, if 
any, over and above such damage as the de- 
fendant shall haye sustained by reason of 
such part performance; and if there shall be 
no contract price, then so much as such part 
performance shail be reasonably worth over 
and above all such damages, andin all such 
cases when such damages shall exceed 
value of such part peformance the defend- 
ant shall recover such excess. , 

Senator Torrance introduced a bill to 
amend the act in relation to idiots, Innatics, 
drunkards, and spendthrifts, so as to author- 
ize the court to appoint a conservator for an 
idiot or lunatic contined in an asylum with- 
out process or hearing when the.court is in- 
formed of such confinement. 

The nomination of Patrick MeGrath as 
West Park Commissioner was referred to 
the Committee on Miscellany.

THE HOUSE, 
MORE BILLS. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 6.—[Special.]—The 
bill-writer made up for lost time this morn- 
ing, and landed the product of his own, or 
somebody else’s, brains in the little tin box 
back of the Clerk’s desk for reference to ap- 
propriate committees. The usual proportion 
of offerings were simply not worth mention- 
ing. Only those of any interest or impor- 
tance are noted. 

PROTECTING TRAIN EMPLOYES. 

Mr. Linegar, of Alexander, sent in one to 
protect train men from overwork, and to pre- 
serve life and property upon moving trains. 
it prohibits more than twelve hours’ work 
a day, provides for a lay-over of at least 
eight hours in every twenty-four, and fixes 
the penalty for a violation of these provisions 
at a fine of from $100 to $1,000, The enforce- 
ment of the provisions of the bill is put in 
the hands of the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners. 

REVIVING AN OLD SCHEME. 

The same gentieman introduced his Reve- 
nue bill providing for a tax upon the gross 
receipts and earnings of railroad, telegraph, 
express, and insurance companies, which 
ht so hard a time of it two years ago, and 
was finally knocked out of time. He also 
sent up another authorizing cities, towns, and 
villages to protect themselves trom overflows 
and to regulate and control embankments, etc. 

INJURING THE APPELLATE COURT. 

Mr. Abrahams, of Cook, proposes to restrict 
the usefulness of the Appellate Court by allow- 
ing appeals therefrom to the Supreme Court 
where the amount involvedis $1,000 or more. 
The present limit is $2,000. 

SPRINGFIELD AGAIN TO THE FRONT. 

Mr. Littler, of Sangamon, undismayed by the 
manner in which the people again recently sat 
down on the propositien to complete the State- 
louse, fired in another bill appropriating 8513. 
000 for the same purpose, provided the people 
don’t again sit downonit. The same gentie- 
man also proposes that the State shall appropri- 
ate $25,000 to construct sidewalks, curb streets, 
etc., around the Capito! Building. 

DOWN ON THE GAMBLERS. 

Mr. Hovey, of Jasper, sout upa practical ro- 
production of the Missouri gambling law. which 
makes it a felony to keep a gambling-house, 
etc., punishable by imprisonment in peni- 


tentiary. 
The House solemnly concurred with the Sen- 


ate in the joint resolution asking Cougress to 
pass the pending bill increasing the pensions of 
soldiers in the Civil War who lost an arm or 
limb from $24 to $40 per month. 

THE ROBBERS’ ROOST. 

There was a brief and not very interesting 
racket over Senator Merritt's joint resolution 
proposing to investigate the St. Louis Bridge 
Company. Mr. Billings, of Madison. cham- 
pioned it, and Mr. McKie endeavored to have the 
thing referred to the Committee on Corpora- 
tions. Mr. Haines insisted that Roads and 
Bridges was the wore appropriate committee, 
and Mr. Pearson, of Madison, made a mock ap- 
peal for that on Canals and Rivers. The mo- 
tions to refer were finally voted down and the 
resolution concurred in. The joint committee 
will probably be appofoted in a day or two, and 
the investigation will go bravely on. 

EADS GETS A BLACK EYE. 

Mr. Scurlock, of Jackson, offered a resolution 
administering a dose of taffy to Eads, the 
jetty-builder, and, in view of the invitation to 
Capt. Cowden to deliver an address to the 
lature, inviting the big bridge builder to tell the 
Legisiature ali about his own schemes for the 
improvement of the Mississippi. Instead. of

A LADY’S PICTURE, 


Mow a Young Lady Went to California 
and Was Defranded by a Rejected 
Sultor. 

MILWAUKER, Wis., Feb. 5.—[(Ssecial.]—A 
few days ago there were received in this city 
and in Fond du Lac, addressed to weil- 
known people, a considerable number of tin- 
type likenesses of a beautiful young lady, 
accompanied by certain printed statements 
calculated to create a great sensation in so- 
ciety circles. The pictures were on the sec- 
ond page of an embossed, four-page card. 
On the first or outer page was a picture 
of a peacock’s feather, while on the third 
and fourth pages were the printed state- 
ments referred to. The first batch of the 
pictures received in Fond du Lac was sup- 
pressed. One of them was addressed to the 
Postmaster. The Postmaster is also a lead- 
ing lawyer, and happens to be the attorney 
for the young lady in the case. He took 
Steps at once which resulted in keeping the 
whole matter quiet. But now the second lot 
of pictures and statements has come, mak- 
ing the matter public and bring 
about the inevitable social sensation, whic 
has now found its way into the papers of 
this city and Fond du Lac. The young lady 
in the case is Miss Vesta L. Stiles, the beau- 
tiful 18-year old daughter of the senior part- 
ner of well-known drug firm of Stiles & 
Givens. Miss Stiles’ friends assert that the 
person who sends out the pictures and state- 
ments is C. Jones, of San Francisco. 
While opinions here and at Fond du Lae dit- 
fer as to Miss Stiles’ position in ‘the case, 
there is universal cundemnation of the 
course pursued by Jones. The followingare 
the statements sent with the pictures: 

THE STATEMENT. 

On July 5. 1881, a geutleman. resident of San 
Francisco, Cal., who, happening to be in Chicago, 
III.. on business, met at the residence or Mrs.

He found everything 
just as stated, and now by this desires to state 
te those who are anxious in re to ber fut- 
ure to address her as above, and to all that by 
mutual consent of the young lady and her pa- 
rents everything is at an end between them. 
Those wu claim to believe that the young mad 
committed suicide because she was disappointed 
cau forward this, together with the accompany- 
ing picture, to the Sheriff of Fond du Lac, Wis., 
and be will make bis own answer. 

Friends of the young lady in question have 
written to San Francisco to learn the record 
of Jones, and claim to be able to prove that 
he is a moral crook; that he has been justly 
charged with damning social crimes; that he 
has made every effort to obtain the young 
lady’s consent to marry him, promising to 
obtain a divorce from his wife; that she has 
rejectéd all such proposals; and that, in spite 
and enmity he has therefore sought to blast 
her character. No words can fitly express 
the public indignation manifested toward 
the author of the statements. 

A CARP FROM MR. STILES, 

Mr. Stiles, through his attorneys, has fur- 
nished the following for publication: 

The friends of the person whose name is used 
in the printed circular mentioned in yesterday + 
paper under the bead ot An Interesting Epi- 
sode.” desire to state that all the statements 
therein contained are utteriv false; that the 
photograph, or ambrotype, must have been 
stolen or obtained surreptitiously, and that for 
nearly four months past a person, whose enmity 
the young lady incurred by refusing to marry 
bim, bas been annoying her and her family by 
threatening ail sorts of exposure, and to dis- 
grace and ruin the reputation of the girl unless 
she should recall ber decision not to marry him.

AMERICANS IN EUROPE.

Piain Talk for Our People, Especially 
the Women. 

LONDON, Jan. 18.—Would any of your readers 
care to learn what is the opicion beld here of 
the pleasure-seeking American tourists wbo 
visit the large Capitals of Europe, especially 
Paris and London? Would they like, as they 
skim over extracts from foreign papers, record- 
ing some of the familiar names, and coupling 
them with those of the leaders of a certain 
fashion, to listen to the comments and observa- 
tions unbesitatingly passed upon them? .Will 
they rebel and be offended with one whois 
neither English nor American for honestly 
venturing upon some home truths out ot which 
all sting is taken; with one in whom memories 
arise of some pleasant months spent in the 
United States, and who openly confesses that 
in no other country can be found a more court- 
eous welcome or refined hospitality? Nothing 
seen or heard since would in any way alter or 
affect the judgment then formed: therefore it is 
in all sincerity that the attempt is made to show 
how differently European sing and American 
peccadilloes are weighed in tne social scales. 

When Englishmen satirize themselves, it is in 
a mild. deprecating way, which seems to calli 
forth pothing more than indignant protest or 
soothing denial; but when they harp on the fail- 
ings and shortcomings of foreigners it is done 
right beartily,and they barb their arrows with 
as much spite and malignity as they can spare 
from their own belongmas. Itisa great pity. 
therefore, when the victims—motes purposely 
magnified to conceal the beams—ilay thentselves 
recklesiy open to deserved censure. 

Americans can afford to lau in their sleeve 
at the abuse ot their w ul faciity of ex- 
pression and wealth of imagery, reviled assiang, 
because they know how every Englishman men- 
tally gnashes his teeth, comparing iterich his 
own pational want of eloquence and stuttering 
delivery. They see through the unfounded ac- 


- cusation which charges them witb using strange. 


un-English words. and of misapplying n- 
unge, for they can prove that they have kept 
uutaioted and unchanged the tongue of Shak- 
speare. y smile when the stereotyped, 
would-be derogatory phrase. How very Amer- 
jean!’ meets their ears all over England every 
ume the news comes across the Atlantic of some 
deed of daring enterprise, of the discovery or 
application of a great unused power—oay, even 
at the reproduction of a clever joke or witty re- 

artee. They guess how it would make the insu- 
ar heart beat with gratitied vanity and exuitant 
self-laucation if the words could be altered into 
* How very Englisn!’ And the impartial look- 
er-on is somehow reminded of the little old 
story about the fox ano the grapes. 

Still, there are some cases in which Euro- 

peans are neither unjust, prejudiced, ner hy- 
percritical, and there can be no plea against 
them of jealousy orenvy. Even those who have 
seen the Americans at home, free from national 
boasting or private intolerance, retined, quiet. 
unassumingly satisfied with their institutions, 
their creeds, and their principles, fail to rec- 
Oguize them in the samples that come over and 
make it their task to wzive a false impression of 
their compatriots. Muchas we like, welcome, 
receive, adopt, so to say, muny. whether celebri- 
ties or not, who, while they maintain their in- 
dependence of thought or speecn, hurt neither 
ow rcustoms nor our opinions, there are still the 
others—first and foremost the women. They 
have brought over or learned in England but 
two thing to overdress and to court titles. Let 
them only force, cajoie, win, entrap, or chance 
to get among their acquaintance a pobiy- 
handied name, be it Prince, Duke, Marquis, 
Karl. or even the more abundant 
Baron, that prefix is ever on their Ups, unac- 
companied by any family designation. He is the

Cuicado builders anticipate trouble with 
the coming of spring, owing to the action of 
the Brickiayers’ Union. ‘That body has an- 
nounced that after April 1 bricklayers’ wages 
must be $4 per pay or 40 cents per hour, an 
advance of 14 per cent over the figures of last 
season. The builders declare that these fig- 
ures, if insisted upon, will practically stop 
building operations in Chicago, and they 
complain that the union men refuse to sub- 
mit the question to arbitration, or to confer 
with them in any way. 


As HAD been expected by those familiar 
with the facts in the case, Flemming, the 
„fund“ fraud, failed to present himself 
when the five charges of swindling against 
bim were called in Justice Brayton’s court 
yesterday. His attorney claimed he had 
gone to Washingtou to induce the post-office 
avthorities to rescind their action in the mat- 
ter of delivering registered mail and paying 
money-orders to the bogus commission firm, 
but nobody believed the story.

ITnn Citizens’ Association Committee on 
Tenement-Ilouse Inspection made a trip yes- 
terday through the dark fringe of “Chey- 
enne,” and examined some ot the houses and 
hovels inhabited by American citizens of 
African descent. They found a policy-shop 
in full blast, which is more than Mayor Har- 
rison’s police can do, although there area 
hundred or more such dens in the city. The 
sanitary condition of the Third and Fourth 
avenue premises occupied by the colored 
people was by no means what it should be, 
but there was no such overcrowding as 
characterizes the Bohemian and Italian set- 
tlements, and the dirt in which the dago 
revels is not to be found in the tenement 
where the negro lives. a

CHIcAGO’s southern neighbor, the Village 
ot Hyde Park, appears to be in terrible finan- 
cial straits. In fact the Village ‘lreasury is 
bankrupt. When the present Board of 
Trustees came into office last April there 
were $69,000 on hand. The annual appro- 
priation, which was mace up to the full con- 
stitutional limit, was $116,000, exclusive of 
the interest and sinking-fund account, some 
$35,000 more. The new board proceeded to 
expend the public funds at the rate of about 
22,000 per month, and up to date the ex- 
penditnures aggregate $220,000. The end of 
the fiscal year will show, if the present 
course is continued, a balance on the wrong 
side of about $148,000, and there is not 
more thau $16,000 of available funds on 
hand. Warrants have already been drawn 
against the tax-levy of 1882, a method of dis- 
counting the future which cannot fail to prove 
disastrous. These certificates, being receiv- 
able as payment for taxes, are being bought 
up by taxpayers, and are already at a dis- 
count of 8 per cent. Great complaint is made 
of the reckless course of the Trustees in ere- 
ating new offices and increasing salaries, and 
unless some sharp measures of retrenchment 
are at once initiated the financial condition 
of the yillage will go from bad to worse.

Gov. Coton signalizes his retirement 
irom office by pardonine or commuting the 
sentences of seven conviets, two of whom 
are murderers. In most of the cases the 
best citizens of the county” joined in the ap- 
plication for Executive clemency. It may 
well be that in some instances a modification 
of the original sentence was justifiable, but 
the plea made in the murder cases, where 
commutations only were granted, isa curidus 
one. In the first of these it is stated there 
was a good deal of doubt whether the killing 
was not done in self-defense.” In the 
other it is alleged that facts have 
been developed since the trial which 
raise a question whether the prisoner 
should ever have been convicted at all. If 
one man killed another in self-defense and 
another one ought not to have been con- 
victed (presumably because not guilty of the 
offense charged against him), a mere cutting 
down of the sentence is no remedy for the 
evil which has been done these alleged in- 
nocent victims.

‘THERE was a heartrending dispatch from 
Washington last Saturday, morning stating 
that the Government ‘had brought suit 
against the Union Pacific for $1,500,000, due 
under the Thurman act. It is impassible to 
calculate how much anguish this dispatch, 
coming unexplained, would have caused 
among all classes to whom the Union Pacific 
has become so dear, if the Western Associ- 
ated Press had not risen to the emergency. 
The next night came the blizzard that wrapt 
the North in ice. Telegraph poles broke 
down, and telegraph wires lay coiled in tan- 
gies on the ground. But the Associated 
Press, though it had to leave behind all the 
news about the tariff debate, and all tne cable 
dispatches, aud the New York and New En- 
giand news, got through one dispatch. It 
was the glad tidings from Washington that 
the suit against the Union Pacific was an 
“amicable’’ one. It was indeed a nose for 
news that preferred that item above all others 
for transmission. We have given the 
Union Pacific millions of acres of land; 
tens of millions of dollars in bonds. We 
have taken second mortgages from it in ex- 
change for first mortgages, have paid it 
three prices for the transportation of the 
mails and troops, and have let it go undunned 
for the principal and interest of its debt. 
The two Pacific railroads now owe us $40,- 
810,610 interest. We do not charge them in- 
terest on interest. The suit brought in 
Washington for $1,500,000 is simply “ amica- 
able.“ The people need not be alarmed 
about their pet. The suit is only to settle 
“how the net earnings under the Thurman 
act shall be ascertained. . . . The com- 
pany’s claim against the Government for 
postal service is much greater than any claim 
of the Government against it under the Thur-

Nevada, it must be admitted, had an inad- 


equate population at the time of admission ; 
but she was then rapidly increasme. Her 
silver mines were thought to be inexhansti- 
dle, and there was a great rush of people to 
them. The bonanzas soon, however, played 
out, and the grewth of population ceased. 
But in the case of Colorado no such error or 
miscalculation was committed. Colorado is 
becoming a fine, flourishing, vigorous State. 
Iler agricultural resources greatly exceed 
former suppositions, and cattle and sheep 
raising are becoming large branches of busi- 
ness. Colorado has now about twice the pop- 
ulation of Democratic Delaware, and at the 
next census will contain at least four times 
as many people. Sam Randall might spare 
his sneers at Republican Colorado. As to 
Dakota, the south half of that Territory now 
contains twice as many inhabitants as any 
Territory except California ever did when 
it was admitted into the Union. The defeat 
of the bill to divide Dakota into two Territo- 
ries lest the south half may apply for admis- 
sion is a Democratic blunder. It will cost 
that party a good many votes at the next 
Presidential election if the resistance is per- 
sisted in and Dakota is kept out. 


DEMOCRATIC STUPIDITY InN” CONGRESS. 
The great question pending between Con, 
gress and the people is the reduction of taxes. 
Not less than $50,000,000 can be,spared from 
the revenue derived from the tariff, and an 
equal amount of internal revenue. The Re- 
publieans in both branehes of Congress have 
attempted to prepare bills for this purpose; 
the time for action on the tariff question is 
limited to the 4th of March, and there are 
other important bills which demand action. 
The season has advanced so far that to expe- 
dite business it now requires a two-thirds vote 
in the House of Representatives, and that 
yote cannot be reached without the consent 
and assistance of at least fortv Democrats. 

The Democrats will have seventy majority 
in the next House of Representatives, and 
they are confident of electing the next Presi- 
dent in 1884. They propose to make the issue 
that the Republicans have refused to reduce 
taxation. But likea pack of absurd fools 
they have adopted the pdlicy of defeating any 
tariff reduction this session, and of prevent- 
ing even a vote on any tariff-reduction bill 
supported by the Republicans. The stupid 
donkeys now refuse to let any tariff bill be 
matured, and thus throw away the very op- 
portunity to have any vote on the issue of re- 
duction of taxes, and load the responsibility 
of the act on their own shouiders. 

There can be no issue when there is no 
question presented tora division. Instead of 
allowing the Kepublican majority to mature 
their bill aud having the Democrats offer a 
substitute for it, and thus have an issue 
made directly between the two parties, the 
Democrats abandon their opportunity and 
refuse to allow the Republicans to complete 
their bill, and they also refuse to presenta 
bill of their own! They refuse to make any 
issue with the Republicans except to put it 
on record that the Democratic party in Con- 
gress have banded. together to prevent the 
Republicans from even proposing a plan to 
reduce tariff taxation. Was there ever such 
a pack of blunderheads ? 

The stupidity of the Democratic party as 
exhibited in Congress is proverbial as well as 
historical. It is never equal to any emer- 
gency, and can never take advantage of an 
opportunity. It seems to have been forsaken 
by every man of common sense capable of an 
intelligent leadership or direction. ‘Uhe facet 
is, that the evil genius of Sam Randall, a high- 
tariffite, governs the party, and Sam Randall 
is incapable ot any intelligent and honest 
direction or advice on the question of the 
tariff. He is corrupt, as are the Pennsylvania 
politicians generally. Ille uses the Demo- 
cratic party in that State to threaten, bully, 
and defy the Democratic party of the coun- 
try in the interests of the ultra-protectionists. 
He does not want any tariff reform; he 
wants no reduction of war-tariff taxation, 
and hence under his evil lead he places his 
party in the disreputable position of refusing 
a direct issue with the Republicans, and of 
eowardly running away from the issue pro- 
posed, 

Should this Democratic policy be adhered 
to, and the Republicans be prevented from 
even proposing a bill to reduce tariff taxation 
or to reform the tariff, the duty of Acting- 
President Arthur becomes clear and impera- 
tive. It the Democrats refuse to allow the 
Republicans to pass à tarifi-reduction bill. 
and Congress shall adjourn without any ac- 
tion on that subject, the President should is- 
sue a proclamation at once convening Con- 
gress to meet as early in March as the law 
will admit, and tlſus compel the Democratic 
party to take immediate action on the tax 
and tariff question, and compel that stupid 
and treacherous party to act in 1883, and not 
postpone till 1884 direct action on the tariff- 
reform question. The Democrats by refus- 
ing to allow the Republicans to pass a tariff 
bill have waived all issue as to the failure of 
that imperative legislation, and that party 
will be in control of the next House of Rep- 
resentatives by seventy majority, and by 
their course at this session have made it 
necessary that the tariff be handed over to 
them at once. The President, therefore, 
should accommodate them with a session at 
the earliest possible date, and let them take 
the responsibility of framing a revised tariff 
and a reduction of taxes upon which they 
can go before the country in 1884. Let them 
frame the issue before the next Presidential 
election, in which they now so confident- 
ly assume they will be so successful. 

The action of the House in defeating any 
action on the Tariff bill seems to be the re- 
sult of a shameless conspiracy to defeat any 
reduction of taxes and any revision of the 
tariff. It prevents any relief to the country 
and any settlement of questions which agi- 
tate and disturb the country. For the Dem- 
ocratic- action producing this result the 
President should call Congress together 
that the injury may be remedied without 
delay. 


Tue hand of the Bessemer stee! monopoly 
has extended to Egypt, in Illinois. The capi- 
tal, and the labor, and the machinery, and the 
plant ſor a grand industry for producing Bes- 
semer steel in Jackson County, Lilinois, have 
been crushed out of existenee. The estab- 
lishment had every promise of success. The 
supply of good coal at the doors of the mill 
is inexhaustibie. The location was peculiarly 
fortunate, but the monopoly was inexorable. 
It forbade the whole proceeding. Under the 
tariff and under its British patents the mo- 
nopoly has forbidden the manufacture of any 
steel in Jackson County or any additional 
steel-mill west of the Alleghenies. The 
Western mills already established are able, 
if not crippled by the tariff, to compete suc- 
cessfully with the Pennsylvania establish- 
ments. The raw materials of the West are 
cheaper than at the East. The duty on

labor from 20 to 40 per cent, falling back on 
the tariff protection of 90 per cent, The 
Western mills cannot reduce wages, but ‘if 
the tariff on steel ralls were reduced to $12 
or $15 per ton all the Western mills could re- 
sume tomorrow and could manufacture rails 


the wages of labor, The continuance of the 
present tariff on stee! with the reduction of 
wages in Pennsylvania has closed all the 
steel mills in the West. 

The prohibition of any steel mills in Jack- 
son County, Illinois, is but a precaution by 
the monopoly against any further competi- 
tion in the West. The tariff on steel and the 
eutting down of wages in Pennsylvania 
keep the steel mille already here from re- 
suming work; and the monopoly, by main- 
taining that condition of affairs, proposes to 
crush those mills out of existence. Tore 
duce the tariff on steel to a fair figure will 
enable all our steel mills to resume produc- 
tion, but even this will not deliver the Jack- 
son County mills from the grasp of the mo- 


nopoly. 


THE LENTEN SEASON. 

Today the church enters into the shadow 
of Lent, and society retires from the world. 
The most of the world will continue on its 
accustomed way as if life were one continual 
carnival and there were no such day as Ash- 
Wednesday, but the votaries of society and 
the high-flyers of fashion will pause in their 
wild career to meditate upon thelr follies, 
to fast aud mortify the flesh, and do penance 
in their ceils for the sins of the rest of the 
year, until Easter morning calls them out 
again into the sunshine of spring and the 
flamboyanee of personal adorument. 

Itis well as a matter of social economy 
that there is such a church ordalnment as 
that of Lent. The wild whirl of fashion, 
the routs, soirées, and receptions, the giddy 
nights at the opera and the theatre, and the 
crushing, maddening competitions of social 
life would otherwise exhaust the stoutest of 
votaries and make life a burden. On the 
whole Chicago has enjoyed a very gay time, 
what with her festivals, her summer wan- 
derings to fashionable watering-places, her 
European trips, her housge-openings, her re- 
ception-crushes, her Langtrys, Gebhards, and 
Pattis, She has squandered her money royal- 
ly, though a goed matiy poor devils have 
suffered for the wanf of it; she has worn 
purple and fine linen, though there have been 
those im rags; her palatial residences have 
been all aglow this winter with the blaze of 
comtort and the illuminations of reut aud soi- 
rée, though the winds have blown cruelly 
through many of her hovels: but now the 
fortunate ones will keep Leut a few days. 
The unfortunates keep it all the year round, 
though they never have pleasure enough to 
fatigue them. 

Fortunately the days of penance are not 
very exacting. The motifying of the flesh 
need not go far below the cuticle. The sack- 
cloth need not be worn continuously, nor is 
it needful to seriously disturba coiffeur with 
ashes. No great gayeties are in order, but 
there are minor dissipations which may be 
induiged without interfering with the peni- 
tential attitudes of the Lenten votaries. Re- 
ceptions may be had on the quiet: Lectures 
and readings are in order. Papers may be 
read upon Dante and Shakspeare, and dissi- 
pations of a miid sort can be had. There may 
be modest breakfasts, proper dinners, and 
quiet teas, and under cov of the “little 
dinner” of lent, with the curtains drawn 
and the fiddlers dismissed, and no gossip 
allowed, even the most exclusive of church 
circles may come perilously near to the edge 
of an impro priety. Mondays and Saturdays, 
which are not fast days, may be broukht into 
service and offset the abstinence of the rest 
of the week, but even then it will not bein 
„good form” to indulge in large receptions, 
dinners, or balls. It would be ungraeieus to 
scrutinize too closely the real observance of 
the Lenten season, or to doubt that all the 
wild and giddy Adolphuses and Aramintas 
are actually clad in ashen raiment and satis- 
fying the flesh with humble menus, or to ques- 
tion their penitential contemplations as they 
look back upon the dissipation of the past, 
and their devout reflections as they look for- 
ward to fresh campaigns in the boudoir and 
drawing-room. Let us rather assume that 
they are as honest as they can be; that they 
are passing through the Lenten eclipse in a 
sober frame of mind, though concealed from 
us, and that they will emerge from the pe- 
numbra on Easter morn all the better for 
their temorary retirement from the vanities 
of the world. 

Unfortunately, as we have said, the most 
of the world will go on just as wildly as 
ever. There is no Lent in the market, on the 
street, in politics, orin the great world of 
commerce. Men will buy and sell, chaffer 
and cheat, drink and be drunken as usual, 
and tolly and knavery will not be, the less 
abundant because itis Lent. The burden of 
suffering will not be diminished. The rich 
will add to their treasures, the poor will 
diminish their stores. Vice will flaunt her- 
self in her old gay colors. No Ash- Wednesday 
interrupts its Mardi-Gras, It would be a 
blessing if all the world were compelled to 
take a forty-days’ rest and go slow. It would 
go all the surer and steadier when it re- 
sumed, There would be less of folly, per- 


| haps less of crime, while the general progress 


would be more even and stable. It is only 
the few, however, whomay enjoy the repose 
of Lent, and rest from their wearisome duties 
until the dawn of Easter gives them liberty 
once more to plunge into the dissipations of 
society. May no thoughts of the pomps and 
vanities intrude into their quiet cells until 
once more they can hang out the banners 
that announce the reopening of Vanity Fair. 
—

The average wages 
of those employed in mining and 
blasting iron-ore was $307 per year; the aver- 
age wages in the woolen factories of Phila- 
delphia was $2093: in the silk factories of 
New Jersey, $264.45; in the cotton factories of 
New England, $240.17. Yet iron and steel 
are protected“ by a tax on consumers which 
ranges from 45 to 110 per cent, woolens by 
48 to 70 per cent, cotton goods by 4 to 67 per 
cent, silk by 60 per cent. If high protection

Tur resolution which has been adopted by 
the House Committee on Colnage, Weights, 
and Measures in regard to silver is certainly 
all right so far as it recoinmenas the construc- 
tion of all the necessary vaults to hold the 
standard silver coin which shall accumulate 
under the present provisions for coinage.

Certainly no better curreney can be devised 
than that which represents an actual deposit 
of the coin to the full amount represented in 
the certificate. Certainly the Government 
can well afford to supply the necessary vaults 
and provide for the safe-keeping of such coin 
as a means to giving the country so excellent 
acurrency. The only objection to the sys- 
tem comes from the money-sharks, who want 
to stop the supply of silver money in order 
to contract the monetary resources of the 
country, and as pretiminary to the demone- 
tization of silver, which will inerease in value 
the bonds, mortgages, and all other evi- 
dences of debt at the expense of those who 
owe the money. In other words, the money- 


lenders want to exact more than they loaned.

Strauss“ Operetta of The Bat at Ha- 
verley’s. 

Strauss’ eperetta of The Bat was given 
bere last year at a Wednesday matinée by the 
Geistinger opera company, and hardly received 
the attention its merits would warrant. 41 
though familiar to German musical people, it 
has not been often heard by the Englisu-speak - 
ing element in its original form. The weil- 
known comedies of Forbidden Fruit" and 
Wyadham’s * Fourteen Days owe to its text 
their humor and sparkiing nature, and the latter 
comedy might almost be termed a direct adap- 
tation from the German work. As an operetta 
it is one of Strauss’ earliest efforts in 
this style of composition, and whether 
from lack of confidence or inexperience 
and consequent fear of overdoing it, the musical 
portion is somewhat fragmentary and in the 
third act almost entirely wanting. There are 
long waits in the score which, were it not for 
the rightness of the text, would be exceedingly 
teaious, but what music there is cannot fail to 
attract and please. It is written in Strauss 
bappiest vein, and supplies motifs easily recog- 
nized in later works. The argument of the 
piece turns on the adventures and mishaps of a 
wealthy young man sentenced to a sbort con- 
finemeut iu prison for cogtempt of court. A 
scheming doctor contrivyes to play a joke upon 
him, and a music-teachber who is too atten- 
tive to the young man’s wife is 
up in jail in dis place. A 
given to which the young man goes and meets 
bis wife’s maid masquerading in bis wite's 
clothes. While making love tober bis fickle 
fancy-turns toa certain Hungarian Countess, 
Who secures from bin a valuable watch, and 
turns out to be his own wife. All parties meet 
ote in the Director's room in the prison, 
where all complications are explained and bus- 
band and wife reunited. The text is clean and, 
as we bave already said, rippling over with

ITALIAN VIEW OF THE worten 
EGYPTIAN SCHEME. 

Rome, Jan. 18.—The Popolo Romana, re- 
marking that Lord Granville’s citeular is of 
exceptional importance, inasmuch es the ar- 
ument it employs touches the interests of 
all the States, and those of Italy in an es- 
pecial manner, because of her position on the 
Mediterranean and the importance of her 
commercial relations with Egypt, says gen- 
erally, with reference to the proposals con- 
cerning the Suez Canal, that they are most 
acceptable, and that none of the Powers can 
reasonably raise objections to them, certain- 
ly not Italy, which had initiated a not very 
dissimilar arrangement before the Constan- 
tinople Conference. At the same time, how- 
ever, tite Popolo Romano thinks a flaw may 
be detected in the proposals, inasmuch as 
they do not provide for defending the free 
navigation of the canal in case it should 
eventually be to the interest of any one 
Power to violate it, and expresses an opinion 
that the English proposal would be best com- 
pleted by returning to Signor Mancini’s praj- 
ect of instituting an international police for 
its protection or of confiding its guardian- 
as to one of the minor States. 

With the financial arrangement proposed 
the Popelo Romano is perfectly satisfied, 
but thinks the establishment of an under- 
standing as to the administration of justice 
and the civil jurisdiction of Europeans in 
Egypt may be more difficult. Lord Gran- 
ville, however, simply postpones the resblu- 
tion of this difficulty until it can be better 
considered; put in the meantime “it is well 
that it should be understood and clearly stat- 
ed that Europe has no intention of abdicat- 
ing into the hands of mutable Egyptian Gev- 
ernments or of steadfast England those 
rights which they have enjoyed in the past.” 

As to the second of the two categories into 
which Lord Granville divides the questions 
to be treated, England may or may not be 
justified in declar that the Great Powers 
are indifferent, or nearly so, regarding them; 
but In order to express an opinion thereon it 
is necessary first to know what part England 
herseif intends to take in the organization 
of the various internal ad ninistrations of 
Egypt: 

The value of that organization will be in pro- 
portion to the influence which Engiand reserves 
to herself and the autonomy whicb she recog- 
nizes ip the local Government. Upon this point 
the circular is prudently slient, and we. follow- 
ing the same course, reserve our judgment un- 
til the day when England shall have made her 
real intentions known. Gladiy then shall we 
applaud and approve them if they turn out to 
be as disinterested and honest es Lord Granvilie 
ane Mr. Gladstone have always declared them 
to be. 

The doubts as to the honesty and reetitude 
of English statesmen, with which the Popolo 
Romano seldom fails to conclude its leaders 
regarding them, must not be considered as 
uncomplimentary, for it simply judges them 
by the only standard with which itis ac- 
quainted.

Mexican prospector, who is perfectly con- 
versant with the tin fields. He washed 
ground in the alluvial bottoms of brooks 
and creeks very many. years ago for tin. 
Gradually following their courses north- 
ward the placers yielded a higher percent- 
age ot tin nuggets the higher up in the 
mountains he went, until ceasing to wash 
out any he knew that he had tlie 
lodes, or veins, or deposits of tin-ore, which 
had by erosion broken down pre- 
cipi the nuggets washed out 
in the arroyas and creeks below 
them. The extent of the tin-ore field is about 
thirty miles in length by five miles in width, 
or 150 miles sguare. This area is at least 
eight times the size of the bonanza tin-mine 
area of the tin-ore mines in England. The 
principal lodes or veins course in a northeast 
and southwest direction, but spur veins ex- 
tend in all conceivable directions. The main 
veins are the backbones of a series of ridges, 
which have been held iu form by the re- 
sistibility of their veins to water-wear or 
xlacial grinding. Shafts we found had been 
sunk on four on as many different 
ridges. These are workings done recently. 
We found also some old workings to which 
names have been given, although no one in 
that region can trace back far enough to 
know by whom the old work was executed. 

THESE SIX OLD TIN-MINES 
are named the San Luis, La Alta, San Fran- 
cisco, La Antigua Soled La Trinidad, 
and La Mina de la Baranca Blanca. The San 
Luis mine shows four feet of pay-streak at 
the surface. The workings (shown by the 
size of the dumps) must have been very deep. 
The lode widens swiftly as depth is gained. 
At twenty-two feet it is six feet six inches in 
width. La Alta (High Mine) is on a very 
high ridge. Its outerop is eighteen inches 
in width, but widens regularly with depth. 
The: Triniaad (Trinity) is thirty inches in 
width at the surface,also widening with depth. 
La Antigua Soledad (The Old Solitary) mine 
is on the right bank of Lacosta Creek. Its 
width at grass roots is four feet five inches. 
The Barranca Blanea (White Bluff) mine is 
tapada (filled up), completely filled or caved 
in by crush of dirt above it. The guide in- 
formed us of still another old mine, but to 
reach it was tedious; and as it was on the 
extension northeast of La Trinidad lode or 
vein we did not consider it of sufficient im- 
portance to make the diflicult foot trail to it. 
We had seen enough to insure oné thing, 
and that is that 

OLD ENGLAND NEVERMORE 
can hold the control of the tin market of the 
world as she has done for so long, and con- 
tinues todo. The whole country covered by 
the tin lodes and placers is well wooded, as 
is also the surrounding and adjacent lands. 
Ample water abounds for the hydraulic 
working of the placers at littl expense. 
Lake Guatimapeé is forty milewin length by 
about an average of fifteen miles in breadth, 
is deep, and its surface is fully seventy-five 
feet above the placer ground. ‘lhe Attata, 
Culiacan & Durange Railread is sarveyed to 
pass closely by the ridgers {which hold the 
veins as well as by the plaecers of tin- 
ore. Work has begun on this road. Thus 
the illimitable body of tin-ores can be swiftly 
transported to the 3 of Durango, where 
the Iron Mountain Mining Company will 
manufacture sheet-iron adapted to be 
with tin, in addition to their smelting works, 
which will be the largest in the world—their 
machine factories rallroadiron and steel 
rails, nails, horseshoes, and other irons. No 
blasting is required to mine on the belt so 
far down as the deepest shaft has been ex- 
amined.

y analysis this ore is composed of 77 per 
cent tin, oxygen 21% per cent, oxide of iron 
per cent, and silex & per cent. 

There is no such a metal as native tin, al- 
though the majority of people so think, be- 
cause pieces of reduced tin ores in metallic 
form have hundreds of years ago, and until 
the present time, been found around about 
the old tin mines of Cornwall, England. 
Tin ores are rarely found, but when 
discovered and in place are always in large 
bodies. Its known localities are Cornwall, 
England; Galicia, Spain; Bohemia and Sax- 
ony, Sumatra, Siam, and Pegu; and on the 
Western Hemisphere in Chili and this coun- 
try in three different places. These veins 
have in association chlorite, iron pyrites, 
topaz of various colors, quartz, and fluor 
spar. Stream tin is erystals from broken- 
down veins, and is mined the same as 

old nuggets in gold placer ground. 
Ail of the gulches which constitute the 
placer ground between the ridges of 
the tin-ore beit can be easily, quickly, and 
cheaply made into wagon-roads. Many of 
the ridges ate 100 to 300 feet above the gulch 
levels. Tunnels can be run near their bases 
to cut the lodes at considerable depth, and, 
not requiring much length, the expense nec- 
essary to strike the lodes by tunneling will 
be small. When I revisit the mines this 
summer I expect to see hundreds of tons of 
this valuable ore in sight on dumps, since 
nearly 100 miners are now at work exploit- 
ing the lodes and placers.

The ice: broke 
up yesterday morning and rushed down- 
stream furiously to point called Putzdacher 
Landing, about five miles below this city.

The ice is from fifteen to 
twenty inches thick and very hard. This 
also causes alarm, as dams formed of such 
ice are usually of great strength, and if the 
one at the landing below here does not «0 
there are fears that the terrible dis- 
asters of 1875. may de repeated, 
Things now are in the same 
condition they were preceding the trouble 
ot that year. he ice directly in tront ot the 
city has not moved down-stream today, ul- 
though the water has risen two feet since 
early morning. The toll-bridge is closed and 
Kingston people’ are cut off from coming 
here by the usual way. Several farm-houses 
on the Kingston Flats are surrounded by 
water and huge, sharp-pointed cakes of ice 
tonight. 

HOOSICK RIVER. 

Troy, N. V., Feb. 6.— [Special. — The ice 
in the Hoosick River has gone out with a 
rush. At Stillwater the ice is backed up 
against the piers of the Boston, Hoosac Tun- 
vel & Western Railway Company’s iron 
bridge nearly level with the ironwork. The 
safety of the structure is threatened.

CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 6.—This afternoon 
sleet commenced, which soon changed to 
heavy rain. Specials indicate that the storm 
prevails over a wide belt of country on both 
sides of the Ohio River, and telegraph wires 
are working with great difficulty in that 
region. ‘There were no indications of a ces- 
sation of the rain at 9 tonignt. 

A WARM RAIN AT NEW YORK. 

New York, Feb. 6.—A sleet-storm, which 
at the beginning threatened to bring a disas- 
ter upon telegraph wires and property, fortn- 
nately quickly chan to a warm and heavy 
rain, turning into slush the ice coating of the 
street that had earlier formed, and washing 
from the wires ice gathered thereon.

BAD FOR FRUIT. 
CLINTON, ILL. 

Curntoyn, III, Feb. 5.—[Special.]—The 
situation remaius the same here today as on 
Saturday, and the sleet still covers every ob- 
ject in the shape of trees, telegraph poles, 
etc., and the wires are still down and cannot 
be repaired until the weather moderates, and 
from present prospects it will be a week be- 
fore they can. possibly be fixed sufficient to 
work well. They are in very bad shape, 
and are down for miles each way from Clin- 
ton. It has played havoc with the railways, 
and trains have not been running for three 
or four days, with the exception of the 
Springfield Division of the Central Railway, 
and they have been very irregular and be- 
hihd time. ‘There has been no mail receivéd 
here from the north since last Wednesday. 
Reports from all parts of the county show the 
damage to be much more severe than peopie 
have any idea. In Clinton there was hardly 
a tree escaped the sleet, and the shrubbery is 
all partially ruined, and many shade-trees 
cannot be replaced in years. Orchards suf- 
fered the most, and fruit is in all probability 
killed outright. Many fine trees were split 
down the centre of their trunks and_ utterly 
ruined, while others were twisted off at the 
tops. Many fine groves that have been care- 
fully cultivated and reared at great expense 
have been irreparably injured. The damage 
is so great that it cannot be fully estimated. 
The city has the appearance of having been 
swept over with a heavy wind ouly for the 
great amount of ice.

MARDI-GRAS. 


A Day of Wild Revelry and Mum- 
mery at New Or- 
leans. 


Scenes of Indescribable Splendor Inter- 
spersed with the Grotesque and 
Ludicrous. 

Atlantis, the Lost Qontinent, Illustrated 
by Gorgeous Tableaux— The Fes 
tivities at Mobile. 


New Orieans. ‘i 

New Onveans, La., Feb. 6.—[Special.j—The 
appearance on the streets atan early bour this 
morning of squads of grotesque maskers afoot 
and in vehicles indicated that the day of reveiry 
and mummery known among the Latins as 
Mardi-Gras bad arrived. Canal street presented 
an animated and brilliant spectacie. Banpers 
flaunted their gay colors in the air above the 
mass of spectators assembled on galleries, bal- 
contes, stands, and other posts of observation. 
The bright hues of ladies’ dresses and the mot- 
ley garb of masqueraders caught the eye at 
every glance. Processions of gorgeously- 
painted advertising vans passed and repassed, 
Carriages rolled hurriediy bither and thither 
along the boulevard, and the multitude of #pec- 
tutors swayed from one side to the other of the 
street, pressing forward to view some curious 
sight. 

THE PAGEANT OF REX. 

About balf-past II o'ciock the pageant of Rex 
moved out on Canal from Claiborne stacet, and 
advanced toward the river on the south side of 
the boulevard. The “Phorty Phunoy Phel- 
lows' and the “Order of the Moon” filed in 
with their procession behind the royal pageant, 
thus forming a column of over fifty cars, occu- 
pied by fully 250 characters in masque, 
and twenty brass bands. At the 
head of the column marched 1 
squadron of the Household Guards, the the out- 
runners and heralds ot Kex, bis stableman, and 
u wain, or open cart, in which was the “ Boouft 
Gras,“ a gigantic animal who is destined in the 
end to serve as a lunch for the King and his 
courtiers. A score of chariots followed with 
the archers of the King, and then his corps of 
trumpters playing the royal anthem, “If Ever 
I Cease To Love.” In his gorgeous chariot sat 
Rex, as the forepiece of the grand tableaux of 
the lost Atlantis, assuming for the nonce 
the churecter of Deva Nabhnusha, the 
Emperor of the lost continent, surrounded by 
his guards and heralds. Whoever reads Mr. 
Ignatius Donnelly’s new book upon the lost At- 
lantis bold a key to the pageant. The story of 
the lost continent, as told by Plato, is well pro- 
duced in the tloats that constitute the gorgeous 
pageaut of Rex's grand display. Poseidon’s 
Queen follows the King in a coral grotto, a fair 
nymph in ftiowing veil. Poseidon himseif, the 
great founder of the Atlantic power, appears in 
bis wonderful citadel. An ancient market is 
presented by the quay of a great canal, with the 
strangely-dressed people. 

ATLANTIS ILLUSTRATED, 

Then follows a sea fight, in which the Atlanti- 
aus sought their Norse and Ceitic foemen to be- 
ware of their prowess; the war of the roses, the 
white and red; the consecration of a knight to 
the service of his King; the arena in which 
mammoth and a bison of the olden age engage 
in desperate contest; a bunting scene, in which 
the King and Prince engage against the flerce 
wild boar with their javelins and armor; 4 
scene in an Atlantiau theatre, where feats of 
prowess are performed; a banquet where choice 
viands are partaken; then a magnificent 
and sparking chariot twenty feet high is por- 
trayed the worship in the Temple of the Sun of 
that great God of so many primitive nations; 
the Tempie of Poseiden and the Altar of Sacri- 
tice; the funeral rites of the dwellers in Atiaatia, 
much in keeping with the customs of Egypt; 
and the Garden of Hesperides, the golden ap- 
pies and the guardian dragons, brilliant and 
thrillimg in their weird effect upon the bo- 
hoider, give way in the final tableaux to 
the scene of tho destruction of Atlantis 
by fire and food. The lurid flames of 
ihe volcano shoot up from the secthing 
waters in which is the ark that conveys to other 
jands Atlaotians, refugees from the terrible 
catastrophe. Intbe waves about theark ap- 
pear remnants of splendid butidings which have 
suuk into the vast ocean, to be known in future 
uges as fhe Atlantic. The ftloats are builit in 
grand proportion and decorated with a richness 
such as has never been excelled before in all 
the brilliant celebrations of this great festival. 

THE GROTESQUE. 

in the columns appeared the grotesque 
tableaux of the “ Phunny 
The first car con- 
tained the boys’ delight, 21 mov 
nur confectionery. Mountains of candy 
were being cast by a dozen nimble purveyors 
upon the beads of the crowds that filled the 
galleries ana banquets. A queer-toned Chi- 
nese orchestra followed; then the boss of the 
“ Phorties,’’ disguised as the God Bacchus. The 
stulwart-hooded ghost of Hamlet's father tow- 
ered high upon the next float over a group of 
fear-stricken mortals. The three bails, or the 
pound of tleeh, and tea tables came order, and 
then the kitchen maid, black and buriy, who 
answered to the name of Cinderella. 
Acrobats and athletes in monsey garb came 
next, and the impossible conflict of the old men, 
who danced the ballet, and the old women the 
stately minuet at the Frog Opera, and then the 
esthetic tableaux, in which Oscar Wilde is clear- 
tv recognized in all but his ears. A pastoral 
scene and pinafore complete this section of the 
parade, and then followed the excessively funny 
rendition of burlesque characters by the Or- 
der of the Moon.” A latter-day pegasus is made 
to represent a prominent city beer-man mounted 
ona ttying hog. Beautiful snow is represented 
by a cotton bank in which human beings 
are floundering around and lost from view; a 
steam-engine, with President Wheelock and Jay 
Gould officiating as freman and engineer. An- 
other float represents Senator Kellogg with a 
large knife distributing the custom-house 
ew to the four-and-twenty blackbirds. The 
tighteous Judge was a good-humored burlesque 
upon Police-Recorder Davey, who has been very 
severe of late in the handling of the boodlum 
element. 

A dozen other cars were in line, but they only 
served to illustrate local subjects or convey 
local bits. and are of no interest to readers 
abroad. ‘This immense pageant defiled on 
Canal street and passed by the Rampart to the 
Esplanade, thénce back to Canal, and through 
the streets constituting the route in the upper 
part of the city, occupying six hours in its march. 

Milwaukee. 

MILWAUKER, Wis., Feb. 6.—[{Special.]—The 
secoud annual Milwaukee Mardi-Gras festival 
tonight proved a magnificent success in every 
respect. In spite of the driving snow-storm, 
crowds of people began moving toward the Ex- 
position Building at un early bour. The build- 
ing inside and out was lighted by a myriad of 
electric lights. At least 2,000 carriages, public 
and private, drew up before the grand entrance 
one after the other and deposited their loads of 
maskers. Opposit the entrance a crowd of 
thousands of people stood in the snow watchi 
the people go into the great hall. The hail itself 
was spendidly decorated. Seats were provided 
for 5,000 people, and nearly all were occupied, 
while thousands of people went directly onto the 
floor without going to seats. Twelve hundred 
people bad been drilled to‘ fili the various parts 
in the program. A grand orchestra of fifty 
musicians, on a raised dais in the centre of the 
hail, furnished the music, under the direction 
of Chr. Bach. The program was carried out on

Thé program 
consisted of a set of tableaux on a smal! stage 
which had been erected at the south end of the 
ball, followed by a promiscuous dance in cos- 
tume.

The floats were 
large, and designed and executed with consid- 
erable taste and magnificence. The costumes 
were also good and evidently gotten up regard- 
less of expense. 

The Committee of Arrangements had been to 
much expense in decorating the hall. Battery 
D's guns bud been rolled out, which was a good 
deal. On che sides of the armory not occupied 
by the stage were galleries, in which 
were thousands of chairs for the audience, but 
each one present might bave occupied six or 
eight chairs and there would bave still been 
room. ‘lhe decorations consisted first of the 
blue paper festoons which have bung in the 
armory ever since it was opened; second, a row 
of cards around the sides, on which were em-

THERE WERE NOT MANY PEOPLE PRESENT. 
The masquers who dig not perform on the stage 
did not number “fifty, and vot more 
than 500 or 600 spectators lined the walis, 
notwithstanding the efforts of the managoment 
during the lust week to secure the attendance 
of a crowd by sending a howling band-wagon 
through the streets daily. To those acquainted 
with Chicago audiences it was evident that not 
many more than half of these paid the fee. 
Among them were a quorum of the denizens of 
the City- Hall, iaciuding Commissioner and Mrs. 
Cregier and Mayor and Mrs. Harrison. There 
was a good representation of the influential 
Germans, with their wives, and also of the 
young men about town whom one can always 
count on seeing at masquerades.

THE ONE-CENT CASE. 


Abner Taylor Scores a Point in the 
Weber Case—He States His Religious 


Belief. 

The perjury cases which Abner Taylor 
brought against John D. Weber, Peter Tallak- 
sen, and Charlotte Tallaksen came up 
for a hearing yesterday before Justices 
Brayton and Brown. These cases, as the 
seusational-loving portion of the community 
will certainly recollect, grew out of the damage 
suit brought by Weber against Taylor for the 
alleged intimacy of the latter with the former's 
wife. The jury found Mr. Taylor guilty and 
assessed the damages at once cent. Mr. Taylor 
charged that Weber perjured himself when he 
swore that on divers occasions during the 
mouths of October and November, 1878, 
Mrs. Weber entered bis (Taylor's) oliice 
and remained there a considerable time 
locked in with -Mr. Taylor. The defendant in the 
one-cent damage suit also alle that the Tal- 
laksen's, janitor aud janitress of the building 
where Taylor bad bis office, perjured themselves 
when they swore that on divers occasions dur- 
ing the months of October and November, 1878, 
Mrs. Weber spent a whole night in Mr. Taylor's 
office. 

Weber took a change of venue yesterday from 
Brayton to Brown, who continued the case to 
Feb. Lö at 2o’clock. Tallaksen and his wife were 
examined before Justice Brown, the 
court being occupied on the cases the en- 
tire day. The court-room was crowded and 
three or four shyster lawyers, whose distinguish- 
ing features are cheap plug bats, which were 
probably never paid for, got so interested in the 
testimony that they crowded up between the 
witness-stand and the attorneys engaged in the 
case. Rufus King appearod for the defendants 
an1 John Lyle King for the prosecution. 

MKS. WEBER, THE FIRST WITNESS 
to testify, denied itively the charge made 
against ber ju the damage suit by the Tallok- 
sons. Five or six members of the family with 
whom she boarded in October and November, 
187% testified that she was never out of the 
house any evening during those months. 

Col. Taylor, on being sworn, was asked some 
very pointed questions by John Lyle King. 
“WHAT IS YOUR RELIGIOUS BELIEF, COL. 

TAYLOR?” 

The answer came straight and quietly: 

“I believe in God, and beaven, and heil.“ 

“Then you believe the man wno tells a lie will 
take a plunge?’

Constabie John T. Major and other witnesses 
who werein Taylor's office almost every day 
during the full campaign of 1878 testified that 
the office was alwuys crowded with men, and 
that they never saw Mrs. Weber there.

THERE IS A VAST GULF THERE. 

Bat we are to bear in mind that the worid has 
scarcely been searched yet Dy the geologist. We 
de not Know what may exist. It is only fair to 
. therefore, that it is problematical. 

Ow Tam going to take it at the strongest, 
not that I am actually prepared to believe and 
to demonstrate that man is an extension ftavor- 
able and progressive from the inferior tribes, 
but taking for granted that he is, pow then how 
is it going toaffeet the great executive ductrine 
of Christianity—the existence of God; design, 
the doctrine of divine providence; the doctrine 
of prayer: the question of the Bible: the char- 
acter Of man as a sinful being; the doctrine of 
eonversion; the church and its institutions;

My own impression is that all those doctrines

shake, even taking this extremist view. Nay.

ow itis this descent of man from the animal 
om, as it respects the base faculties of the 
brain-—the basilar qualities.

TWO EXTREMES, 

one of which these German philosophers admit 
and advocate, and the other of which does the 
very antithesis—they scornfully deny. Did you 
ever study the doctrine of atoms and molecu es? 
What is an atom? It is the last speck of matter 
tha become se reduced by division that it 
cannot be divided agalu. How large is it? It is 
probably so small that a million would not come 
within the reach of the strongest microscope 
that ever was made on eurth. No map ever saw 
it: no man ever measured it. No man ever 
knew its color nor its shape. 
—What isa molecule? A cluster of these atoms. 
Now that is chemistry. Chemistty today is uoth- 
ing in the worid but a theory of matter founded 
on the doctrine of atoms and molecules. You 
take that away and chemistry has got no bottom 
as it stands today. And yet who doubts that? It 
has become a practical art, Men universally be- 
heve in chemistry, not in everything that ap- 
pears in chemical books, but the grand actence 
of chemistry stands in the bypothesis of iin,

It is well under- 
stood that no living man has capacity to go 
through the whole vegetabie kingdom and be an 
expert and authority on every department of it: 
and still less can a man be an authority in chem- 
istry, an authority in geology, an authority in 
biology, or zodlogy. These are too vast for any 
man to make bimself such an authority, and 
therefore scientific men among themselves, per- 
ceiving that,

You ask a man, “ What is your view in respect 
to evoluvonary theory?” Well.“ be says, 
“] ama metallurgist; my attention has been 
ealled to mines and chemistry, and I bave not 
bad time to examine that, but the men that are 
authority on these things say so and so, and we 
are accustomed to leau on each other for au- 
thority.” There are certain men that say that 
such and such is true in chemistry.

Was there ever a man on earth who had 
the right to say on the question of life here and 
life hereafter, “lam authority”? It is Jesus 
Christ only who declared He came down from 
Heaven and returned there and had seen 
God and was of Him, and His whole life 
contirmed the claim not only translucent but 
perfectly full of light—the light that comes into 
the world, and that lighteth every man. He cer- 
tainty is the supreme authority on the question 
of the final destiny of man, and He deciares 
lte, and light, and immortality are brourht to 
the knowledge of men through me.” That is 
the end of the controversy on that subject.

Some of the contractors of the city see evi- 
dences that there will be a strike among the 
masons atid bricklayers as soon as the building 
season opens. It appears that the Bricklayers’ 
Union has made a demand that on and after 
April 1 the minimum wages shall be $4 a day, or 
40 cents an hour, an advance of 50 cents a day 
and five cents an hour. This price is pro- 
pounced by the contractors and master- builders 
to be excesstve, and liabie to bave a bad effect 
upon building operations for next season. 
Many were-deterred from building lust year by 
the creat expense, anda greater advance this 
year will have the same effect to a more marked 
degree. All the efforts made by master-buiid- 
ers for an amicable adjustment of the difficulty, 
it is said, have been in vain, as the brickiayers 
refuse to send any committee to arbitrate.

SALE OF GAME. 
AMENDMENT TO THE PROPOSED LAW BY 
THE PRODUCE EXCHANGE, 

At the meeting of the Produce Exchange 
Monday afternoon Col. E. 8. Bond, President of 
the Sportsmen and Game-Dealers’ Association, 
presented the following resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted by the members, and the 
Secretary instructed to send a printed copy to 
each Senator atid member of the House of Kep- 
resentatives of the present General Assembly 


now in seasion: 

The Chicago Produce Exchange, a body cor- 
porate uoder the laws of illinois, with a mem- 
bership of 500, composed of merchants and busi- 
ness-men, would respectfully represeut that the 
gume trade of tbis city amounts to $200,000 or 
$300,000 aunuaily; that a very small portion of 
this amount is killed in Llinols and is generally 
estimated not to exceed $10,000: that the greater 
— is shipped here from the Indian Territory. 

(ansas, Nebraska, Missouri, and other Western 
States and Territories; that onty a small portion 
is sent bere by the hunters themselves, but is 
bought by merchants and deaiers at various in- 
land tuwns throughout the West and is sdipped 
by them to this and other cities in this State in 
connection with poultry, butter, eggs, hides, 
seeds, and other merchandise, 

“From the fact that there ia little or no game 
in any of the Eastern States, the Game law of 
those States permit the selling of game to a later 
date than is provided by the law of this Stare. 
The —— of this is, that when the time for s#e!l- 
ing gume bas expired in this State a larwe 
amount of game and other merchandise in con- 
nection with it is diverted from the markets of 
this State and sent East, where it can De sold, 
and that we estimate the loss in trade to the dif- 
ferent cities in this State, from this cause, at the 
large sum of $1,000,000 annually, and no game 
saved or protected thereby. 

“It is an established fact that as long as there 
is a market open for the sale of game it will be 
killed, and we revard it of great importance that 
the laws of the various States sbould be uni- 
form as to the beginning and ending of the 
game season. We therefore earne-tly request 
the Sevators and Kepresentatives to#upport and 
secure the passage of an amendment to our 
present Game law, drawn by the Hon. L. B. 
(rocker in behalf of the State Sportsmen’s Assv- 
ciation and introduged in the Senate by the 
Hon. J. B. Clough, changing the time for the 
lawfri selling of game in the State to the time 
generally fixed by the laws of the Eastern 
States for the same purpose, and that it is only 
an act of justice to the business-men of the 
State-that it should be done.“ 
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COSTLY FLATS 
TO BE ERECTED AT THE CORNER OF RUSH 
AND SUPERIOR. 

The property on the southwest corner of 
Superior and Rush streets, just opposit the 
Fourth Presbyteriau Church, 65x95 feet, has just 
been purchased by Mr. John H. McMurry, who 
owns the house just south. whose intention it is 
to erect there withthe other membersof the 
stock company which has been formeda beau- 
titul apartment house. The plans, which are 
being drawu by Cobb & Frost, are not yet defi- 
nitly made out, and may be changed materially 
before final adoption. It is understood, how- 
ever, that, no matter what changes may be 
made in detail, some novel and striking features 
will be introduced.

As was stated in Tun Tatung of Tuesday, 
the meeting of Board of Directors of the Union 
Iron & Stee!

Mr. Griffia said that they were 
engaged in getting out a statement 
to the stockholders and creditors, and 
until that was ready be would say nothing.

Mueller and E. Crossette, of Davenport; and the 
Chicago gentiemen who participated in the con- 
ference were A. A. Carpenter, A. G. Van 
Sehaick, T. W. Harvey, W. A. Fuller, I. K. Mar- 
tin, A. A. Bigelow, W. E. Kelly,. R. E. Heury. and 
W. O. Goodman. The object of the meeting was 
to endeavor to promote harmonious relations 
between the two trades during the coming year, 
and the conference went direct for that point.

THE HOME NATIONAL. 
ITS SUITS WITH THE GOVERNMENT OVER 
M’ ARTHUR’S DEPOSIT. 

The suit against the bondsmen of ex- Post- 
master McArthur has been put at the bottom of 
the calendar of the United States District Court 
by instructions of the Attorney-General. His 
reason for issuing this order is said to be the 
possibility of a settlement with the Home 
National Bank. At the time McArthur turned 
out to be short some $50,000 or $60,000 in his ac- 


counts he badon deposit in the Cook County 
National Bank $20,345. The institution had at 
Wasbington $150,000 to secure its circulation. The 
bonds were sold and realized about $180,000. 
This was more than was necessary to redeem 
its currency, and as the bank was a Government 
depository the bondsmen ciaimed that the sur- 
plus shouid be used to wipe out McArthur’s in- 
debtedness so far as $20,345 was concerned, 
which it would do. Tne Controller, however, 
held that the sarplus must go to the general 
creditors. The question has been hung up in 
the Supreme Court for two years, but a decision 
is expected soon. 

McActhur also had on deposit in the Home 
Natio Bank a liar sum, which the officers 
permitted him to check out on his individual ac- 
count contrary to law. Suit was brought for 
the money Jan. 2, 1879, by District-At- 

Leake, and a verdict for $624,325 
. A new trial, however, was grant- 
ed April 1881. Mr. 3 A. Storrs 
then went to Washington ~ ered, on be- 
half of the bank, to settle 84.000 
and secured an order from the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to delay the trial. District- Attorney Leake, 
by request, reported all the facts. and the pro- 
posed compromise fell through. When the Jan- 
uary docket was made up the case was put on, 
and then came the direction of the Attorney- 
Generali to put it at the foot of the calendar. A 
dispatch in yesterday's TRIBUNE stated that the 
President of the bank had offered to pay the 
money if the suit were dismissed.

Preparations for Disposing of the Vic-

but that of his wife was taken from his side at 
noon and conveyed by ber mother and friends 
to Calvary Cemetery. The expense of the 
funeral will be borne by the mother, who ro- 
fuses to allow her daughter’s corpse to be placed 
by the side of that of the murderer in unconse- 
crated ground. The daughter was married to 
Parker agaiost her mother’s wish. but the indif- 
ference beretofore manifested in relation to the 
disobedient child bas been intensified to hatred 
of murderer. The husband is to be 
buried tomorrow afternoon, The expense will 
be borne by the father. The morgue is sur- 
rounded by a multitude of both sexes, but they 
are not allowed to enter. Parker's cell-mate 
says that Parker ate soup for the purpose of be- 
coming sick, so that be might be removed to the 
hospital. Soap, when eaten, irritates the stow- 
ach, as was the case lately, when it was em- 
ployed by an Eastern convict to uce sick- 
ness, which resulted in a pardon from the Gov- 
ernor, but the Governor subsequently found 
bim out and revoked the pardon. Parker in- 
jured himself with the lye used in mak soap. 
He moe became desperate and resolved upon 
suicide.

Even a narrow-gage 
road, which steadily approaches Ogden. has the 
presumption to ask, What are you going to do 
about it?”

Cc OMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce "markets were more 
active yesterday, and much stronger. They 
sturted up early, and fell back under free local 
selling. (hen became very strong about II o'clock 
on the receipt of large buying orders from the 
seaboard, chiefly fur May wheat and corn. The 
continued severe weather seemed to be the 
chief reason for speculative strength, as it is 
widely feared that the winter wheat tieids are 
badly injured, especially in Illinois, Indiana, and 
Kentucky. This strengthened corn and oats, 
while provisious were advanced partly on the 
fear of injury to Western stock by the hard 


winter. 

Hog products were more active, and irregu- 
larly stronger. Pork advaneed We and lard and 
meats 50 from the latest prices of Monday, all 
closing strong. Liverpool was quoted 3d lower 
on lard, and the jocal supply of bogs was fully 
equal to expectation. These points were, per- 
haps, the reasons for free selling early in the 
day by a prominent packing firm, and the mar- 
ket declined 10 on pork and 5c on lard under 
the liberal offerings. The market reacted in 
sympathy with wheat, ruling strung thereatter, 
though rather in a jerky way. The trading 
seemed to be mostly local, the outside not being 
so well represented in provisions as in 
grain. It was remarkea that the second 
vig frost, followed by enow, is likely to 
make it very bad forcattie on the plains, and 
cause a material redaction in the supply of the 
coming year, while the next hog crop may be 
reduced, though notin the same ratio, by the 
joss of young pigs under the intense cold, On 
the afternoon cali pork and lard advanced 2, 
and ribs sold 5@1Uc higher. 

Flour was dull and strong. The early tame- 
ness in wheat led to a witbboiding of foreign 
orders,and the subsequent strength came too 
late to make foreign orders availabie. Holders 
were firm in their views, and some taiked higber 
prices. Bran and other coarse milistufla were 
firm, with a good demand. 

Wheat was active and unusualiy strong, ad- 
vancing Ine from the latest prices of Monday. 
The foreign advices noted a good demand iu Eu- 
giand, with an advance of 2d per ceutal om Cal 
fornian, and our receipts were again small: but 
the strength came from outside, and seemed to 
depend upon weather conditions. The local 
crowd was bearish. The early strength, due to 
the foreign pews, was succeeded by a pbase ot 
weakness. “The boys” got the idea that a 
round jot of 1,500,000 bu of May wheat was un- 
der orders to be sold if the market should de- 
cline to $L11, and so they beat the market 
down to that point three times. But they could 
not see the wheat come out, and be- 
came bulis on the situation about the time that 
a iot of buying orders came in from New York, 
with some from Kentucky and Indiana. The 
neus about winter wheat was conflicting, but 
mostiy bad; and the fear of no bigger crop than 
that of 1881 seems to have wakened up the spec- 
ulators on the seaboard into a buying furor for 
the time being. The current offerings of car- 
lots were scarcely enough to induce buyers to 
put in an appearance, but they stiifened in sym- 
pethy with futures, On the afternoon call the 
market was fully Ke bigher than at 1 o'clock. 

Oorn was rath more active, chiefly for May 
delivery, and much stronger, advancing le 
from the latest prices of Monday, and 
closing at the outside. The British markets 
were quoted firmer in tone, but our re- 
ceipts showed a considerable increase, and tne 
stock in store appears to have growo about 
700,000 bu during last week. The market fell off 
a shade early in the day, with local bearishness, 
and reacted sharply on the receipt of outside 
orders, mostly from New York, to buy for May 
delivery. The desire to invest was probably 
sympathetic with wheat, and not based on 
any independent coosiderations of increasing 
value for corn, except as the farm con- 
sumption may be supposed to increase with 
cold weather. The lower grades advanced le 
owing to a fair shipping demand, which did not 
setin till late in the session. New York was 
very strong on corn, quoting March at 7U@i7iec. 
On the afternoon call the market was again 
stronger, closing at 57\c for May. 

After the calla sale of a block of 260,000 bu 
March corn was reported at 5890. 

Oats were firm and higber in sympathy with 
corsa, the early futures advancing ase, and 
May, in which most of the trading occurred, sell 
ing up and closing Ic higher than the latest price 
of Monday. Spot No. 2 sold at NG e. Noth- 
ing was done in either June or July. Samples 
were active and higher. On the afternoon call 
prices advanced Ge on the early futures. 

Kye was quiet and tirm, the few car-lots of 
No. 2 sold going out at 64c. No trading was re- 
ported in futures, 640 being bid for February, 
é5c for March, 66c for April, and 704%e for May. 
The few samples offered sold at Monday's 
prices. On the afternoon call May delivery was 
higher, selling at 71 

Barley was inactive throughout, No. 2 in store 
being nominally quotable at Sic, and No.3 at 
Wie, withthe month delivery of each le above 
those figures. Samples were slowat the prices 
of the previous day. 

‘There was a light mail-order demand for 
stapie and fancy dry goods, and prices were 
nominally steady. Not much was doing in the 
millinery-goods trade, nor was the movement in 
clothing, boots and shoes, and cognate lines al- 
towether satistactory. Groceries were dull at 
former prices. The dried-fruit market was firm 
with pruues, currants, and halves peaches quot- 
ed bigher. Oils remain dull. Carbon was ad- 
vanced Ic. Lard and linseed were also strong. 

Broom-corn was quiet at quotations. Green 
fruits showing a little more life, with prices 
generally unchanged. Eggs steady at 26@2%c 
per doz tor the best. Hides in fair demand, 
largely from local tanners, who are allowed to 
make close selections at the ruling prices. ‘Tal- 
low quiet and steady. Potatoes seil at 7T4@78e per 
bu by the car-loton track, with stocks in store 
sufficient for the trade. Poultry firm at the 
quotations of the last week. In se eds timothy 
was tirm at $1 80@1.82 for prime, with most of 
the offerings of an inferior quality. Clover-seed 
frm and higher, fair to prime being salable at 
$7.00@7.80. Flaxseed quiet and steady at $1.30 
for No. lon track. lu dressed hogs there were 
light offerings, medium weights selling at $7.40. 
Hay steady for timothy, upland prairie being ia 
den, and and selling up 500. 

it was remarked yesterday that there is money 
in whisky for somebody. It is probable that 
Congress will interfere when it gets ready.“ 
but that action will be so long delayed as to 
make the load a heavy one to holders, because 
taxes are maturing each month, and must be 
paid till such time as relief is granted. There 
was, however, no excitement in whisky circles 
here yesterday over the arrival of the time 
when 7.00 gallons had to be taken out of 
bond. The fact is, that the thunderbolt did not 
strike here, the blow being mostly felt in Ken- 
tucky. It is said that there is probably not 
a galion of + year-old whisky in bend in Cn: 
cago. The processes in use here extract ail the 
fusel oil at once, and the whisky only needs to 
be eight and twelve months ina charred barrel 
to acquire the necessary color and be ready for 
a market. 

The markets seemed to be materially affected 
yesterday by the idea that there was a snow- 
storm generally prevalent over the Northwest. 
The dispatches received on Change did not 
confirm that. They agreed in stating the 
weather to be cloudy. “This and nothing 
more.“ 

Telegrams from Kentucky stated that the 
wheat of that State is ruined by alternate 
freezing and thawing; while Cairo reported 
that the wheat is all right in that vicinity, the 
ground being covered with snow. Ohio and In- 
diana are said to be covered with ice, which 
badly imperiis the winter wheat. On the other 
band, a gentleman connected with the Wabash 
lines, including the Missouri, Kansas & Topeka, 
the Missour! Pacific, and the Southwestern sys- 
tem, telegraphs: * We bave received no re- 
ports yet indicating damage to the winter-wheat 
crop on our line. It will depend on what kind 
of weather we have for the next two weeks.” 

There is some talk now about changing back 
the wheat and corn markets to their former 
places. The trading in wheat is growing, while 
that in corn is falling off. 

The impression seems to prevail that the 
Board of Trade is making arrangements for 
furnishing statistics of the produce movement 
independently of the Eastern railroads. This is 
probably a mistake. 

In California the crops are reported to be in 
need of rain. In the southern counties of the 
State the outlook is said to be still promising, 
but in the Sacramento and Coast Valieys the

Since Feb. 1 there have been only tifty appeals 
from the rulings of the State Grain Inspectors 
oncorn.

The rea- 
son for the delay in appending their signatures 
to the agreement by these Managers is not 
known. It Aas all along been understood that 
all the General Managers were strongly in favor 
of the plan to weigh East- bound car-load freight, 
and charge by actual weight, instead of by the 
car-ioad. The Western railroads have ao organ- 
ization for weighing car-load freigut. which has 
been in existence for nearly two years, and has 
proved a great success. Not only have the 
roads under this agreement been bene- 
fited as far as their revenves are concerned— 
they re¢eiving pay for every pound of freight 
shipped—but it has also prevented the overioad- 
ing of cars, which frequently led to serious ac- 
cidents. The shippers who at first opposed the 
arrangement have gradually become reconciled 
to it, and most of them pow admit that the ar- 
rangement isa good one all around. The Gen- 
eral Freight Agents of the Eastern roads thiok 
the arrangement wiil prove as beneficial to them 
as it has to the Western roads, aud therefore 
are very anxious that it should be put into effect 
as speeaily as possibie.

Urgent applications 
have been received for the privilege of running 
an electric railway and engine round the en ire 
first floor of the Exposition Building, to draw 
eight or ten heavy cars atatime. This space is 
applied for by an Eastern company, which says 
that it is prepared to spend $20,000 in getting 
ready for the exposition. 


The report of the Grand Trunk Railway from 
Jan. 1 to Aug. II. 1882, the date of amalramation 
with the Great Western Railway, has just been 
issued. The accoutits are not so favorable as 
those of the preceding year because of the low- 
er rates of freight, due to competition with 
American lines. The gross receipts for the pe- 
riod were £1,34,457 and the working expenses 
£054,054, leaving a balance of £379,505. which by 
interest receipts is increased to CA, n. Out of 
this sum £150,499 were paid as interest on 5 per 
cent perpetual debenture stock, 410.254 for 
rents, and £27,172 for equipment bond interest. 
leaving a balance ot £170,086, which, with £498 
carried forward from last year, gave £170,584 
availabie for dividends. The Directors paid 3 
per cent dividends upon the first and second 
preference stock and carried forward £424 to the 
current haif year. As compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1851 the receipts from Jan. 1 
to Aug. II. 188, show an increase of £22,971, but 
the working expenses having increased 488.2 
the net result is somewhat less favorable. 


Two gangs of workmen—ten each—have been 
engaged the last two weeks in digging for 
foundations to piers for the new bridge across 
Niagara River which the Canadian Southern 
Railway is to build near the present Suspension. 
Bridge. The workmen are instructed to find a 
solid stone foundation twenty by forty feet as 
near the river bank as possibile.

GONE TO WASHINGTON 
with a view to inducing the Post-Oflice authori- 
ties to recind their action in the matter of deliv- 
ering the mail of the commission firm. Justice 
Brayton said be would have to declare Mr. Fiem- 
ming’s bail forfeited. Mr. Smith said he hoped 
the bondsman would be allowed a reasonable 
time to produce the defendant, and the court 
answered that the bonds would be locked up in 
the safe for u short time, and that if the defenda- 
ant appeared in the meantime tne forfeiture
